Adjoining tbe house and at right an- 
gles to itis tbe chapel where 
strange 


rites are performed and 
the reincar- 


nated Messiah 
worshiped. 
From tbe 


back of the house stretches a velvety 
lawn studded 
by noble cedar 
trees. 


Beyond that and forming part of the 
Agapemonite domain, is a vinery and 
orchard. Part of the grounds are laid, 
outfox croquet and tennis. 


Bat for tbe fact that 
the arch mys- 


tic Smyth 
Piggott, who professes to 


be the Messiah once more incarnate 
on earth, has to conform to the 
laws 


of 
the 
country, 
the outside 
world 


would 
have learned .nothing of the 


birth of his sou, for whom divinity is 
also claimed. IfPiggott had conceal- 
ed the occurrence 
be would have run 


the risk of prosecution, 
in which 


event 
nothing 
short of 
a miracle 


would have saved him from punish- 
ment. 
Miracles are not in his line- 


he has found that he can gull people 
without them—and so, to escape trou- 
ble with tbe legal authorities, he bas 
bad tbe birthregistered.
